Oilr Embassy in Buenos Aires lacks the resources to keep track 
of former political prisoners once their release has been 
reported. They# in turn# generally have no direct contact with 
theBmba say . 

The Government of Argentina has been accelerating the 
release of persons held without charges under the state-of- 
siege authority granted to the national executive# tbo so 
called PEE prisoners. There are currently less than 200 
political prisoners in PEE detention. The Ministry of Interior 
has stated that no prisoners will be held in PEN status by the 
time the military returns power to an elected civilian 
government on January 30# 1984. All PEN prisoners will either 
be released or remanded to the courts for possible prosecution. 
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I have aent a copy of your letter to our Embassy in Buenos 
Aires to inform thee of your concerns for Mr* Weisz*s welfare 
and whereabouts. Please be assured that they will inform you 
directly should any additional information concerning Mr. weisz 
be available to thea*
